The Jewish religion is pretty certainly the oldest 
form of worship that has survived to the present day. 
If we reckon its origin with the publication of the law 
through Moses in the peninsula of Sinai, we must fix 
the date somewhere about B.c. 1491 ; but if we consider 
it to have existed in an undevoloped form in the simple 
monotheistic worship practised by the patriarchs, we 
must then ascribe to it a much greater antiquity. The 
ancient religion of Egypt existed from a period long 
before the time of Moses, but as it is not now prac- 
tised, it does not come within the scope of our present 
inquiry. It is of course possible that some of the 
aboriginal religions of the Africans and American 
Indians may be survivals of very remote antiquity, 
but we possess no certain knowledge on this point. 


692. What Proportion of the Insane Know that 
they are Mad? 


It may be definitely stated that no person who is 
completely insane knows that this is the case. Indeed, 
if an insane person knew that he was insane, insanity 
would have ceased, for the knowledge that his ideas 
were delusions would banish his belief in them alto- 
gether. Persons who are under the influence of delu- 
sions without this proceeding to such an extent as to 
bring them within the category of the completely 
insane, often admit that their ideas are false, and 
really insane persons frequently acknowledge this 
during cessation in the course of the disease. 


694. Why do Cows Chew the Cud ? 


This is owing to the complicated structure of their 
stomach. It is divided into several departments, whioh 
have been considered by some as so many distinct 
stomachs. The first end largest of these divisions is 
the paunch, which forms o continuation of the gullet, 
and occupies a large part of the abdomen, particularly 
towards the tet ale The food is here accumulated 
after being grazed. After the paunch comes the reti- 
culum, or honeycomb-bag. : In this the food is gradu- 
ally moulded into smal! pellets, which ascend again 
into the mouth by means of the action of the muscles 
of the gullet. These pellets then undergo in the mouth 
a thorough mastication and mixing with the saliva. 
This is called “chewing the cud.”: When the food, thus 
transformed into a soft and pasty mass, descends again 
into the stomach, it goes straight into a third portion, 
and thence passes into the digesting stomach. The 
reason for this elaborate arrangement is probably 
found in the fact that thé ruminants are comparatively 
defenceless animals, exposed in a wild state to dangers 

carnivorous beasts. Thus a short exposure in 
the open plain enabdles them to hastily swallow a meal, 
which can be leisurely re-chewed and digested in the 
safety of some thicket or other cover. 


699. What is the Average Daily Expenditure of 
Every Person in this Country ? ; 


Various estimates have been made on this point by 
different authorities. Probably the one nearest to the 
truth is that of Mr. Mulhall, the famous statistician 
who, by the way, has just issued a now and enlarged 
edition of his admirable and most useful Dictionary 
or Statistics. He figures it out that, taking all 
classes of tho population and all ages into considera- 
tion, the daily expenditure amounts, as nearly as 
possible, to 1s. 9d. Food is responsible for 9d. of this 
total, clothes for 2hd., rent for rather over 2d., taxes 
for 2td.. ond sundries for rather more than 4$d.

695. Which Motal is the best Reflector of Heat ? 


Leslie has made numerous experiments with regard 
to the reflecting powers of bodies for heat. The results 
he arrived at proved the metal brass to be the best 
reflector of heat. Calling the com ive reflecting 
pore: of brass 100, he obtained the following resulte :—

696. How many Vibrations of the Throat are 
Necessary to Produce a Single Sound of 
the Human Voiee? 


The least number of vibrations necessary to produce 
a single sound of the human voice is sixty-four per 


seco! This sound is very 6xcepti found 
only in men’s bass voices of extremely low register, 
and is never used in i 


speaking, as it can only be pro- 
duced with difficulty. The highest sound T rod iced 
by the human voice is called E in altissimo, num- 
ber of vibrations being 1,024 per second. This, too, is 
exceptional, being found only in highly cultivated 
female or boy voices. For the lower notes, the whole 
length and thickness of the vocal cords is used; the 
thin cdges as are employed for the highest ones. 
The throat itself does not vibrate, but the vocal chords 
only. They are situated in the hard lump in the throat, 
galled by some the “ Adam's apple.” They are about 
three-quarters of an inch long, and can be lengthened 
or shortened about a quarter of an inch. It is ible 
to make no fewer than 240 distinct and different 
sounds with the human voice. 


697. How is it that Rain is Cold while the Sun is 
Continually Shining on the Clouds from 
which it falls? 


This fact, which at first thought seems so curious, is 
due to two perfectly natural phenomena. The mois- 
ture which is always present in tho atmosphere re- 
quires & current of Sold nik to condense it into the form 
of clouds from which the rain falls, and as this con- 
densation proceeds, the drops of water run together 
and become so large that they finally fall in rain. 
Naturally, as tte condensation has been caused by a 
current of cold air, the water condensed is also cold. 
That which is subjocted to the heat of the sun to any 
appreciable extent is turned again into the fine “ water 
dust” which it was before the cold current of air came 
into contact with it. Another reason for the chilliness 
of rain is because air at the heights from which it falls 
is always many degrees colder than that close to the 
surfuce of the earth. The air is not in reality warmed 
by the heat of the sun’s rays direct, but by the heat 
radiated back from the surface of the earth, so the 
farther it is removed froni the su the less heat 
does it receive. Those of my reade ho have done 
any mountaineering will have had a practical illustra- 
tion of this fact. n an average the temperature de- 
creases about one degree for every threo hundred feet 
in altitude, and as rain generally falls from clouds 
about three thousand feet high, it stands to reason 
that, wholly apart from the cold current spoken of 
above, the air from which the rain falls must thus be 
speak en degrees colder than that near the surface of 
the earth. 


698. Is the Skin of Human Belngs of the Same

George's Chapel, at Windsor, may be seen the stal!s 
where only Knights of the Garter are entitled to sit 
ait, religious services or celebrations, 

Each member is allowed to place his helmet, erc:,:, 
sword, and banner above his stall, although at lis 
death, when his garter and robe are returned to 
the sovereign, all these tokens are removed. At the 
back of the stall isa plate on which are inscribed his 
armsand name, and this is left undisturbed in perpetual 
memory of him. 

A knight dressed in the Garter regalia is an im- 
posing sight. He wears a blue velvet mantle, with» 
star embroidered on the left breast. His trunk hose, 
stockings, and shoes are white, his hood and surcoat 
crimson. The garter, of dark blue velvet edged with 
gold, and bearing the motto, “ Hont soit gus mal y 
pense” (“Shame to him who thinks ill of ith also in 

old, is buckled about the left leg, below the knee. 
he heavy golden collar consists of twenty-six pieces, 
each in the form of a garter, bearing the motto; and 
from it hangs the “George,” a badge which represents 
St. George on horseback, encountering the dragon. 

The “ oease George” is a smaller badge attached to 
a blue ribbon, worn over the left shoulder. The star 
of the order consists of eight points, within which is 
the Cross of St. George encircled by the garter. 

The Most Honourable Order of the Bath, which was 
founded by George I. in 1725, is sometimes said to bo 
a revival of an old order of the same name. It is far 
more probable, however, that the title comes from an 
ancient custom of making knights on great and solemn 
occasions, such as that of a coronation, when bathing 
was a usual incident of the ceremonies. 

The Order of the Bath is intended to reward civil as 
well ag military merit, and when one of its members is 
also decorated with the Garter he relinquishes his red 
ribbon for the blue. ; 

At first, the Order of the Bath consisted of tho 
sovereign and thirty-six knights; but in the early 

art of our own century it was greatly extended, and 
Siviied into three classes — Knighfs Grand Cross, 
Knights Commanders, and Companions. The badge is 
an eignt-pointed Maltese cross of gold, bearing, with 
many other elaborate devices, the motto, “ Tria juncta 
in uno” (‘Three joined in one”); an “Ich dien” 
(“I serve”), the motto of the Prince of Wales, | 

The Most Ancient Order of the Thistle, or “St. 
Andrew,” claims to have had its beginning in the ninth 
century, but neelly except in the minds of those who 
dearly love an ol i i dates back to James II. 

At this King’s abdication the order fell into disuse, 
but was revived in 1703 by Queen Anne. The order is 
intended to take the place in Scotland which is held 
by the Garter in England. Jt consists of the sovereign 
and some of the royal princes and sixteen ct bea 

The badge isa figure of St. Andrew bearing the cross, 
and the star, which is ornamented by a thistle, is 
accompanied by the words, “ Nemo me tmpune lacessit” 
(“No one annoys me without punishment”). 

Ireland’s one order is that of St. Patrick, founded by 
George LIL in 1783, and consists of the sovereign and 
members of the royal family, the Viceroy of Ireland. 
and twenty-two knights, It is modelled on that of the 
Garter, and is intended only for persons of rank. 

The star is an elaborate one, and the badge, which is 
of gold, surmounted by a wealth of shamrock, contains 
the motto, “ Quts rabit ?” (“Who shall separate 
us?”), symbolic of the barmony and union which the 
pores intended to promote by establishing the 
order. 

In 1818 the Prince Regent, afterwards George IV., 
founded the “Most Distinguished Order of St. 
Michael and St. George,” for deserving British sub- 
jects in Malta, the Ionian Isles, and other parts of the 

{editerranean ; but in 1877, after the Ionian Isles had 
been ceded to Greece, all British subjects who held high 
or confidential offices in colonial possessions, or had 
rendered service in foreign affairs, were made eligible 
to the dignity. 


The badge is a gold cross, of fourteen poipts one 
side, bearing in its centre the Archangel Michael en- 
countering Satan, and the other show St. George 


on horseback conquering the dragon. The motto is 
“ Auspicium melioris evi” (“A pledge of better times ”). 

For the reward of merit among British and native 
subjects in India, Queen Victoria has established the 
orders of the Star of India and the Indian Empire. 
The Crown of India is bestowed upon the wives of 
Indian dignitaries, and upon ladies distinguished by 
social graces or heroic qualities. 

Besides the Distinguished Service Order, which 
rewards honourable service in war, there is the Queen’s 
family order, that of Victoria and tert, wat is 
piven only to women of rank, and the Cross 


evoted to those persons who nurse or succour woanded 
soldiers.

A PERILOUS LEAP. 


Ky a small stream stand the smelting works of the 
Denby Mining and ee An unusual 
thing about these works is that one sees ncither smoke 
nor smoke-stacks above the flaming furnaces.
